SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Berlin Techno Sex is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording is deemed objectionable under s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) because it promotes and supports the 
use of urine in association with sexual conduct. The primary focus of Berlin Techno 
Sex is the explicit depiction of sexual activity between men. The sexual activity 
depicted presents as consensual, and safe sexual practices are evident during 
penetrative sexual activity. There is a brief scene which depicts the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct. The nature of this scene, and its inclusion in material 
which is intended to sexually arouse the viewer, means that Berlin Techno Sex 
promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in relation 
to this publication. As a deeming provision, s3(2) of the FVPC Act is evidence of 
Parliament's intention that publications to which those criteria apply should be banned. 
It is therefore not possible to give s3(2) an interpretation that is consistent with the 
freedom of expression contained in the NZBR Act. The classification of "objectionable" 
is the only restriction on the freedom of expression that is consistent with this intention 
that publications such as Berlin Techno Sex should be banned. 
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
